Black, a Christian woman, is highly 
interested in Israel She lived there for 
six years and founded the California 
Christians’ Committee for Israei

She theorizes the blame for the 
present trouble in the Middle East 
rests with Western nations 

“Jews and Arabs alike joined the 
Allies to help defeat the Ottoman Em- 
pire which had control of Palestine 
before and during World War |,” 
stated Black ‘in the Paris Peace 
Conference foliowing the war, 
Western nations cut up the land and 
took control of the Middle East. Con- 
troi held by Western nations lasted 
until after World War 1!

The following article is based on 
conversations with a randomly 
selected number of Iranian students 
The names of the students are 
withheld because they fear the in- 
formation will be used by intelligence 
agents against them and their families 
in tran. 

“If they don't like it here, why don't 
they go back to their country,” said 
one observer of an anti Israel 
demonstration held last week outside 
the University Union by Iranian and 
Arab students 


Most of the Iranian students, 
however, say they do like it here, and 
have nothing against American 


people. But in their protests against 
the Shah of Iran, and their opposition 
to Israel and Zionism, they are simply 
exercising one of the basic rights 
granted by the US. Constitution 
Freedom of Speech 

Most of the protest by the Iranian 
students, however. is aimed at the

Tom Petty and the Heartbreakers; 
an untainted band on the rise

With the release and subsequent 
success of “Breakdown,” Tom Petty 
and the Heartbreakers seemed on 
their way to a one - song career, much 
like any other fly - by - night rock 
group 

However, unlike the recurrent 
stream of rock bands that quickly 
capture the limelight with a single hit 


and just as quickly vanish into 
obscurity the Heartbreakers 
provided a near full - house at 


Freeborn Hall in Davis Saturday with 
ample proof of their staying power 

Though “Breakdown” was by far 
the most widely recognized number 
of the evening — it’s the 
Heartbreakers’ only Top - 40 hit — 
two cuts from their new album, You're 
Gonna Get It, brought an already ex- 
cited crowd to a heightened state of 
enthusiasm 

| Need to Know.” a hard - line 
rock 'n’ rotl ear - blaster, gave Petty a 
chance to expand his singing voice 
without drowning out the solid 
souncs of guitarist Mike Campbell 
and the deep - set, gut - level tones 
created by bassist Ron Blair 

Another song from the new album, 
Too Much Ain't Enough,” put avid 
fans of the Heartbreakers on the road 
to Nirvana, and left novices of their 
music clamoring for more. Once 
again, it was Campbell's frenzied 
guitar solo that made the number 
work 

The Heartbreakers made good use 
of their debut album. Tom Petty and 


the Heartbreakers. during their hour 
and ahalflocal premiere “Strangered 
in the Night not a critical 
success, was definitely one of their 
finest concert songs 

Building on well - organized guitar 
leads, Petty slowly” turned 
Strangered in the Night.” into a hot 
Gance number A thrashing per- 
cussion solo by drummer Stan Lynch

“In fact, the Israelis have helped 
the Arab refugee more than anyone 
The day after the Six - Day war, Israel 
stepped into the Gaza strip and began 
to give food and medical attention to 
Arabs in the area 

They also helped relocate some 
Arabs into Israel and other portions of 
the Gaza Strip to farms and other 
places where work could be found. 

One could really tell the 
difference between the Arabs on 


ther side of tne green line. The 
Arabs in the Israeli - occupied areas 
were very productive and used 
modnrn farm equipment, whereas 
thei’ counterparts used p”' itive farm 
equipment and were less productive,”

Bond pointed out that Board of 
Trustee regulations on this subject 
are very clear. but that some 
people on this campus choose to 


interpret these regulations the way 
they want to Bond added that the 


extent of this authority conflict at 
CSUS is unparalled in the state 
system 

The only lution Bond sees to 
this problem is for the extension of 


collective bargaining rights to the 


faculty ‘| think it's coming,’ said 
Bond ‘It tends to make everything 
much clearer The management 
problems will be much easier 
because the division of powers will 


be cleariy defined,’ he added 
Though he sees it as a solution 


to CSUS’ problem. Bond is quick 
(oO point out that collective bargain- 
ng can be harmful to higher 
2»ducation The collective 
bargaining mode! ts not a decent 
model for operating an institution 
of higher education,” explained 
Bond 

The problem is such 
institutions have always borrowed 
very liberally from other systems 
We have tried ecclesiastical 
models. military models. and 


political models Now we're going 
to try a labor - relations model. It 
doesnt have much to do with what 
we re really about here It may just 
be a bad idea whose time has 
come. he added 

Bond warned that power will 
become more centralized under 
collective bargaining, and the

‘Cer- 
tainly from the perspective of 
salary, they are not receiving the 
State support they deserve Their 
salaries have not kept up with the 
cost of living and in some cases is 
actuaily slipping behind.”

no difficulty” Bond noted that 
these people would have come to 
California before because it is a 
great place to live, but now this has 
been offset. ‘It may be a great 
place to live, but it is no longer a 
great place to work,” Bond em- 
phasized 

According to Bond. the reason 
the faculty salaries have been 
ignored is because higher 
education has dropped from the 
Legislatures number - one fun- 
ding priority to perhaps number 
five or six And it 1s still slipping 
Bond said this slipage has come 
about because people are no 
longer sure what we are doing on 
the college campuses, or that it 





makes that much difference 
whether you go to school or not 
Bond feels that higher 
education 's still very important 
and that no democracy can 
function well without a fully 
eniightened citizenry. For higher 
education to once again rise to the 
top of priorities. Bond feels of- 
ficials must do amuch better job of 
selling it to the general public 
Despite the many problems 
Bond has faced while at CSUS. he 
feels he has had many ac- 
complishments at Sacramento ‘It 
nas been a very rough course 
Said the out - going president, ‘but 
we Nave accomplished the refor- 
mation of the retention, tenure and 
promotion structure, the campus 
building program is almost com-

pleted, and we have made great 
advances in community relations 

Bond sees the restructuring of 
RTP as his greatest ac- 
complishment, saying “The RTP 
process potentially has the 
greatest long - range effects on the 
quality of education here 

Leaving with no bitter feelings 
Bond has not yet announced 
where he will be going from here 
He is currently looking at anumber 
of possibilities on the West Coast 
many of them involving education 

How will the next CSUS 
president work Out? Bond says it 
depends a lot on how the faculty 
wants to act if they don't want to 
cooperate, problems will remain,”

The year in review 


It has been quite a year for the CSUS community 

Students arrived on campus last fall. and found 
Our president. his staff, and the facuity, had all been 
highly criticized in a report put together by the 
Chancellor's special study commission. Soon after 
the report's release, the presidents’ top two men, 
Dean of Students Norm Better and administrative 
assistant Gregory Thatch were reassigned, and 
Chancellor Glen Dumke appointed Lloyd Johns ex- 
ecutive vice president Specifically, Jonns was 
placed here as a troubleshooter to help soive the 
problems the commission had been so critical of 


As the year progressed the faculty — ad- 
ministration strife, which had plagued the campus 
for so long, did not lessen President James Bond 
was now being attacked on new fronts — the 
residence hall students claimed the university had 
deliberately mislead them on the writing of their year 
- long meal contract, and much of the campus and 
Surrounding community were outraged over the fir- 
ing of grid Coach Glenn Brady. Once again, faculty 
members were calling for the president 
resignation This time they got it 

Bong announced his resignation Feb. 16, 1978 
Though the resignation would not take effect unti! 
June 30, Bond relinquished all internal governance 
of the campus to Johns — the chancellor's hand - 
picked representative Johns had already enjoyed 
much success in working with the faculty He 
worked closely with faculty leaders during retention 
promotion, and tenure commitee hearings, and after 
a semester's work, the committee produced RPT 
procedures acceptable to both the chancellor and 
the Board of Trustees 

More important, the faculty had worked closely 
with Johns on this issue — a rare glimpse of faculty 
— administration cooperation at CSUS. The cam- 
pus Now must wait to see who the chancellor's biue - 
ribbon search committee selects to take over the 
oresidentiai reins. Considering his past success in 
working with the faculty, let's hope they take a good 


look at Johns 

On the student government front. the carn 
witnessed a record number of resignations { 
court cases, and proselytizers 

The new Senate took office last spring with a 
promise of unity and action Mid - way through 
summer, this body became bogged down in budar 
hearings and remained stuck until early fal 
Throughout the first semester senators were d 
ping like flies, complaints about senate 
disorganization and conflicts among spe 
interest groups. One top administrative aide called 
the body “the biggest bunch of idiots he had ever 
dealt with 

Though student government didn't seem to ar 
complish much on campus. they did make 
giant strides in state - wide recognition St 
Craig Jones and Peter Young. and Sen Joe Debbs 
all gained task - force positions within the state 
system President Heyman Matlock, though a very 
quiet individual on campus, becamea vocal leade: 
the Student Presidents Association 

What we have to hope now is that our 
elected officers continue the leadership role 
state system, but also make a concerted effort 
toward improving student services and activ 
Our Own Campus 

Through this year of successes and fa 
achievements and disappointments, we here at the 
State Hornet have attempted to relay these 
happenings to our readers We have gained state 
recognition for our accomplishments (three awards 
from the California Intercoliegiate Press 
sociation), and have expanded our circulation t 
clude the State Capitol 

These advances by our paper have not come 
without many long hours of hard work, anda qenera 
sense of caring by the whole staff. Though many 
people deserve special thanks, the greatest reward 
for those involved has been the finished produc!

currently underemployed as the 
State treasurer, cultivates a secret ambition 
something political observers have suspected for 
some time. The dynamic Unruh, never one to take a 
back seat for too long, appears to be waiting patien- 
tly for the right time to jump back into the political 
spotlight where he earned a reputation in the ‘60s as 
an accomplished and effective politician But the 
secret ambition he revealed in a recent interview 
would surprise even the most seasoned political 
wizards presumptuous enough to second - guess 
Unruh's plans 

Unruh) was a powerful speaker of the Assembly 
from 1961 to 1968; he was instrumental in running 
Bobby Kennedy's successful 1968 California 
primary Campaign and contested Ronald Reagan for 
the governorship in 1970. He was probably the most 
powerful politician in the state during the intense 
60s, with the occasiona! exception of the governor 

With the ‘60s over, Unruh has shifted gears — for 
awhile atieast. Although he is running for re - elec- 
tion as state treasurer, he says he won't campaign 
He says the voters know by now that Unruh does his 
job, and he will run on his record — an unheard at- 
titude in the symbol - dominated political arena of 
the ‘70s 

Although Unruh isn’t making many speeches, he 











still loves to talk, especially about one of his favorite 
subjects — country - western music. Toward the end 
of a recent dismal, rainy afternoon he leaned back in 
his leather swivel chair in the treasurers office, put 
his feet up on the desk, relaxed as he started telling 
about his love of c&w music — and revealed that his 


secret ambition” is to be a c&w music disc jockey.’ 


“| cut my teeth on country - western music,” he 
admitted “Country, hillbilly, or whatever the heil it 
was in those days. | was brought up ina fairly remote 
part of Texas, and the first radio | was aware of was 
one of our rich neighbor's 

‘Apropo Jerry Brown and his windmill, they hada 
wind charger that re - charged the batteries, and off 
the batteries they had a radio. We used to go down 
there every Saturday night and listen to the Grand 
Ole Opry.” 

Grand Ole Opry stories don't mean much to 
Californians, but anyone who has lived near the 
Mason - Dixon line knows the importance of the 
Saturday night Opry broadcasts from WJM in 
Nashville. Country music performers and fans will 
tell you the Opry was like mother's milk when they 
were growing up. And Unruh is no exception 

Warming up to the subject, Unruh was obviously 
enjoying himself. He took his feet off the desk and 
leaned forward as he talked more about growing up

Somebody 
with a fiddie and somebody with a ‘geetar’ would 
play all night. That was the week's entertainment.” 

Unruh’s country music “learning” was ‘not con- 
fined to Texas. He worked one summer in Tulsa, 
where he had his “post - graduate course in country 
music” as he called it 

“We used to go to Cains’ ballroom, 711 North 
Main, where every Thursday and Saturday night Bob 
Wills and His Texas Piayboys played. When he 
wasn't there, his cousin Johnny Lee Wills played.” 

An enviable memory. Bob Wills was one of the 
first performers of western swing, sometimes called 
honky - tonk, or hillbilly jazz. He was the best 
musician and the most famous performer of his era. 
Wills wrote “San Antonio Rose” and “Take Me Back 
To Tulsa,” among other songs. When he went to 
Hollywood in 1940 to make a movie called Take Me 
Back To Tulsa, his horse had a private dressing 
room. Wills was a super star before the media 
invented the term. His reputation an an entertainer 
and musician was unsurpassed. Oid Bob Wills 
recordings still beat anything called the “Nashville 
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Sound” today 

Unruh learned about country music from the 
greats, and when he talks about country music, he 
knows his stuff. He's not talking about Linda 
Ronstadt or Olivia Newton - John He's talking about 
Bob Willis. Leon McAuliffe, Tommy Duncan. He's 
talking about hillbilly music and Okie music, played 
by folks who really had red necks — not Beverly Hills 
hillbiilies who hobnob with governors and use 40 - 
piece orchestras and electronic recording gim- 
mickry to create a sound 

In the mid - ‘60s Unruh’s devotion to c&w music 
inspired him to carry and pass a resolution in the 
California Legislature asking the governor to 
declare a “Country Western Music Week ” (Rumoris 
he was booed off the floor when he first introduced 
that resolution ) 

As much as he’s demonstrated his love for this 
music, its performers have not reciprocated Seems 
Unruh is on the wrong side of the political fence for 
c&w stars 

‘Most of those goddamn c&w singers are 
Republicans, you know Some of them are fascists 
For instance. according to Unruh. Buck Owens 
(“Not only can he not sing, he can't think,’ ) was Ror 
nie Reagan's finance chairman for Kern County 

In spite of Owens political preferences, Unrur 
was a guest D J on his Bakersfield c&w music rad 
station during the 1970 gubernatorial campaig: 
During the campaign Unruh made several guest 
appearances on c&w radio shows, and these guest 
shots spawned his secret desire for a radio career 

Although his participation in country music |§s 
confined to listening, Unruh suspects he is 
“musically inclined.” But rural schools didn't teac! 
music, and he hasn't had time to learn guitar But he 
tried 

“That was back in early 1965 We were all back at 
the Johnson inauguration Eddie Albert and Bur 
ives taught me to play guitar | gotso! could dosome 
rudimentary chords, but | was so busy 

Ray Price is Unruh's favorite male singer, even 
though Price “hasn't had ahitin awhile.” His favorite 
female vocalist, “now that Patsy Cline is gone. is 
Connie Smith. Leaning back in his chair, hands 
behind his head, Unruh started singing his favorite 
Ray Price song, “Soft Rain.” His deep voice dropped 
to a near whisper as he sang

In San Francisco, where he is minister at Glide Memorial Methodist Church, 
he is more than well known — for many ne is a new symbol of that city. His in- 


fluence and friends include such persons as Angela Davis, Dennis Banks, Jane 
Fonda, Dr. Benjamin Spock, Bill Cosby, and Leonard Bernstein. 

Williams says his mission is, “Working for the freedom of all people. . . | 
believe that | must do everything possible to make certain those groups and in- 
dividuals | see as being on the cutting edge have a place where they can am- 
plify their messages.”

The unorthodox minister and his Sunday services have become a standard 


tourist attraction, but many have criticized Williams— he calls himself the | 


Minister of Celebration and Involvement — and see him as a contradiction in 
terms. 

He is a black minister, but most of his congregation is white. He belongstoa 
conservative denomination, but some of his parishioners have been described 
as street hustiers, prostitutes, pimps, ex - cons hippies, winos, homosex- 
uals, the elderly poor from the seedy residential hotels nearby, and well - 
heeled suburbanites. 

His sermons are often angry—he has said, “i've come to scare you to 
life!”"-and his subjects serious, but his church setting includes light shows, 
jazz - rock music, and a banner that urges, “Seize joy!" 


He generously shares his pulpit with those who have shaped many of the 
most controversial issues of the past decade, but he says, “Even though there 
are points of disagreement that | have with a lot of groups | associate with, or 
identify with—! have points of departure with them, yet | think most of us are 
working for some of the same common interests and meeting of needs.” 

It's an interesting philosophy, but is it religion? Williams believes, “Religion 
is supposed to be a corrective force in the community. It's supposed to be a 
protest against anything that dehumanizes people.” His theology evolved 
while he was studying for his doctorate at the Pacific School of Religion in 
Berkeley. There he “became interested in situational or ‘contextual’ ethics. | 
began to believe in existentialism strongly endowed with sou!. . . togetrid ofa 
lot of theological baggage 

Before coming to Glide Memorial, Williams served at churches in Hobbs, 
New Mexico and in Kansas City. He grew up in San Angelo, Texas, one of six 
children, and always expected to be a minister. “As eariy as | can remember, 
the people in the community called me ‘Rev.’ | also had strong feelings that | 
had something to contribute to the world and that one way to do it was through 
the ministry.” 

Through the years, two people especially influenced him. His grandfather 
once told him, “Pm now an ex - siave, and | want you always to be an ex - slave.” 
The other person was Rosa Parks, the woman whose resistance to back - of - 
the - bus segration sparked the Montgomery bus boycott that catapulted Mar- 
tin Luther King, Jr. to nation! leadership. 

Williams remembers, “When that black woman stood her ground, | knew it 
was time for me to stand my ground.” 

Cecil Williams has evolved a message and methods that are unique. He says, 
“1 don’t talk about sin. More important are demonic forces, those things which 
keep us from being hurnan. War is demonic, evil, obscene.” 

But Williams is doing more than advocating his own points of view. He is 
consciously refuting conventional otrhodoxy. “Much of theology now is a 
slave theology because it makes people docile, passive, unresponsive and 
cold. I'm convinced that the Christian church as been one of the most repres- 
sive forces we've had in America, especially for blacks.” But his concerns go 
beyond biack people. “Even though the race issue is there and has to be 
struggled against, the thing that is vitally important is to struggle against clas- 
sism. The reai fight has to be waged between the haves and the have - nots.” 

Cocil Williams is a fighter, and the ministry is hie weapon. What is the war 
about? “The most crucial issue,” he claims, “is dealing with how you survive in 
a capitalistic system where only a few people make it and a lot of other people 
don't.”

Speech and 
sound clinic: 
service to 


students and 
community 


MARY JANE REES 
Language very complex 


There are few fields left today 
with job openings for 500 people in 
California alone, but the CSUS 
Speech Pathology and Audiology 
Department is training students for 
such a field and provides a service 
as well 

The strength of the speech 
program is due ta the efforts of 
department head, Dr. Maryjane 
Rees. As an internationally known 
speech pathologist, Rees has at- 
tracted an exceptional staff and 
created a program which, when 
finished, promises employment in 
a very specialized field 

Rees has been at CSUS since 
1954. Originally from the Univer- 
sity of Oregon, she spent four 
years as director of Special 
Education in the Oregon public 
schools. She then went ‘to the 
University of lowa. When Rees 
came to CSUS, she was the only 
person in the Speech Department. 
Many changes have occurred 
since then. “When you grow, 
naturally you expand your 
program. But because the field has 
altered a great deal and is more 
sophisticated, we have to cover 
more areas than we did in 1954,” 
Rees said 

One important change in the 
field is the distinction between an 
audiologist and a language speech 
pathologist. Rees said the fields 
have become so complex that 
within pathology alone one cannot 
keep up with the literature and 
research, much less keep up with 
audiology. 

Another change in the field is 
that people are now trained to 
work with either eyes or ears, nose 
and throat, not ali four as 
previously. Both these changes 
have opened up the field and in- 
creased employment possibilities. 

The speech clinic at CSUS is a 
necessary adjunct to the academic 
program, according to Dr. Robert 
Tice, audiologist. “We have to have 
it to survive. You obviously can’t 
teach how to do something unless 
you do it, under supervision. The 
clinic's function is two - fold. It is 
first and foremost a clinic for train- 
ing students to work with people 
who have communication han- 
dicaps. it aleo functions as a com- 
munity service clinic,” Tice stated. 

Tice has been with the 
department for 10 years. He 
received bachelor’s and master’s 
degrees from CSUS and a doc- 
torate from the University of 
Washington. Tice returned to 
CSUS because of Dr. Rees. “I 
wanted to work with somebody of 
her stature. | think that's probably 
what all the faculty would say.” 

When Tice returned, he was the 
department's only audiologist and 
worked as both teacher and 
Clinical supervisor, Now that the 
Clinic has a full - time supervisory 
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staff of qualified speech 
pathologists and audiologists 
Tice can concentrate on talking 
with students and giving them 
necessary academic training. The 
supervisory staff is one feature that 
makes the CSUS clinic unique. “in 
most schools,” Tice said, “the 
supervisory staff is the faculty 
They teach a class and then go to 
the clinic to supervise a student 
and then go teach aciass. There is 
no continuity that way. Our super- 
visors are not responsible for 
academic classes.” 

Rees, also, describes the clinic 
as a training clinic “in the sense 
that an academic institution is not 
financed to provide service. It falls 
out, of course, because in the 
training process you do provide 
service. And it has to be good ser- 
vice.” 

The program is sequenced on 
the basis of experience. Different 
supervisors work with students at 
different grade levels. This also 
contributes to program continuity 

Students receive credit - hours 
for their clinical work. Three hun- 
dred hours are required to become 
& qualified pathologist or 
audiologist 

The program at CSUS requires 
graduate - level students to have a 
background in research, some- 
thing not required by al! schools 
“Any graduate program should in- 
Clude the ability to read research 
That is the only way you're going 
to keep up with what is going on in 
the field.” Rees said. “You also 
have to be able to evaluate what 
you read.” 

Another aid to students is the 
closed - circuit TV monitoring 
system acquired a year ago A 
supervisor can monitor four rooms 
at once on small screens. Students 
are able to play back the tapes to 
see how they have performed 

Rees feels most people do not 
realize the extent to which the 
clinic works with language 
“Language is the most complex 
behavior man has and if you are to 
understand it, you have to have a 
substantial academic 
background.’ Academic 
knowledge is applied to clinical 
work, and one is not stressed more 
than the other 

Anyone in the community is 
eligible for the clinic's services. No 
outside referrai is needed 
However, an appointment or in- 
take interview is necessary. The 
client’s problem is then examined 
to see if a physician or corrective 
surgery is needed; usually the 
client is seen for therapy. There isa 
small charge for the service, but 
the fee is much less than that of a 
private practice 

“All our clinicians have had at 
least a year of academic 
background before they may see a 
client, and then they are carefully 
supervised. The client is not 
cheated by the service he is 
offered; in fact, | think the students 
are more conscientious because 
they have to demonstrate 
proficiency,” Tice said. 

The cases treated in the clinic 
are as varied as the age groups. 
“We have a variety of cases, which 
any good clinic has te have,” said 
Rees. “The student has to have ex- 
perience with ali major types of 
disorders over a broad age range.” 

Some of the people found at the 
clinic have had their larnyx 
removed. Others have articulation 
or voice disorders, or vocal 
nodules. Retarded children and 
children who have cleft palates are 
also worked with. Lip reading is 
taught to those who are losing or 
have recently lost their hearing. 
Clinicians also work with people 
who stutter. The clinic gives 
everything but academic training 
to the deaf. Tice said, “We do not 
pretend to be teachers of the deaf, 
but we are the only service offered 
to the deaf in terms of speech ac- 
quisition.” 

Students at CSUS who need 
language therapy can enroll in 
voice and speech improvement, 
and receive free service. 

The clinic will expand its 
quarters once school is out, and 
the space is needed, but “While we 
could grow a great deal, we 
generally want to stay at our 
current size,” Rees said. “We 
would ose quality contro! if we got 
too big.” 

There are hopes for the future: 
more sophisticated equipment, 
even more working space. But 
most of this is in the dream stage 
now. Program participants, 
however, feel it is working very well 
as itis. “It is a professional training 
clinic and that is becoming more 
and more popular,” Tice said. “Our 
students know when they finish 
that master’s degree, they are go- 
ing directly to a job. And that's a 
secure 9.”

Halt - way to the Vacaville Glider Port, the ab- 
surdity of my venture struck me. The surrounding 
scenery seemed to fade out. Except the sky.

| decided to examine my paranoia. What caused 
an otherwise normal young woman to be petrified of 
heights? Past experience? No, there was no obvious 
reason, no rationale. Why then was this fear of 
heights ingrained in my psyche? Like my love for ice 
cream, my acrophobia has stayed with me from 
childhood to adulthood. | was the only kid, I'm sure, 
who openly prayed on the flying Dumbos in 
Disneyland, and now, facing even greater heights, | 
felt a resurgence of religious conviction. | found 
myself humming “Nearer My God To Thee.” 

Like so many other nests, the glider port biends 
into its surroundings. For 30 years, various metal 
birds have taken wing from this site; but for the last 
six years, only gliders have found sanctuary here. 

Located mid - way between Sacramento and San 
Francisco on Interstate 80, the port itself relies on 


the basics: hangers, an office and a semi - paved 
runway which extends across barren fields toward 
the Vacaville foothills. Rolling terrain and vanod 
climatic conditions here create perfect air currents, 
the lifesource of gliding. Like thousands of travelers 
on | 80, | had passed the port innumerable times; | 
had passed, becoming no more invoived with the 
planes that dotted the sky than the cows that dotted 
the countryside. With the turn - off ahead, my eyes 
cast upward into the gloom. Not one drop from the 
over - hang of pseudo - storm; the gliders were there 
like tiny starched birds circling, circling. 

The clubhouse was packed with thrill - seekers. 
People were actually clammering to fly the not - so - 
friendly skies. | felt no need to shove to the head of 
the line. “The meek shall inherit the earth” — the 
earth mind you, not the sky! 


The future glid - ees were a collection of sorts 
an older couple, some teenage boys. a few biker 
types and a father - daughter team. The little girl 
tugged on her father's leg. whining | wanted to con- 
sole her, empathize with her, drop to my knees and 
pull on her father's other leg But, our camaraderie 
was shattered when she blurted out her impatience

They were covered with gliding memorabilia — pic-

My seif - inquisition was halted by acurious sight 
Pinned to the wail were ragged pieces of shirts, each

my jacket, my limbs. the earth | stood on 


There would be a short wait before my turn to lift 
off. | chanted a rain chant silently, still hoping for a

One after another, the gliders were towed down 
the runway and taxied into flight The single - engine

The 
pilots laughed and reassured me (Rule No

By this time a nervous fool, | was snapping pic 
tures of an empty glider that lay tipped on its side 
This was a Schweitzer, the same type glider that 
would soon whisk me away The 57 - foot wingspan 
seemed sturdy enough, despite its odd aerodynamic 
design.

It was my turn Dave Williams, owner - operator of 
the glider port. was my pilot He was calm and per- 
sonable and wore his glider like a comfortabie old 
shoe. Dave was young, but a veteran

The umbilical cord was attached and the plexi - 
glass cockpit sealed tightly over us. We began 
rolling, bouncing down the runway like a tin can at- 
tached to a honeymooners car Suddenly the noise 
of pelting gravel ceased — we were airborne Fear 
and anger filled my thoughts. (Curse you Leonardo 
Da Vinci, you and your intense studies of birdflight 
which brought this crazy human dream to reality 
And curse you too, Otto Lilentha!, the first man to 
soar — BAH! And to ail the other curious fools ) 

My mental rampage was halted by the sound of a 
loud SNAP! My eyes darted to both sides. The wings 
were still intact, but the tow plane was gone With the 
umbilical cord cut,.we were windborne 


i checked the altimeter We were well over 2,000 
feet, soaring, floating on invisible waves of air. Itwas 
utterly incredible There was no sensation of speed 
or height. Even more incredible was the absence of 
fear — my fear | was happy, free — soaring on the 
thermal masses surrounding the rolling mountains 
Only the loud rush of the wind reminded me of our 
whereabouts 3 

The terrain below was no longer a picture of 
drought. The hills, once brown and prickly as old 
army blankets, were now renewed with lush green 
foliage. Adjoining farmiand formed various patterns, 
a patchwork quilt of furrowed designs. Everying 
seemed natural, even my enjoyment. | was a mock 
Jonathan Livingston Seagull — winging, unres- 
tricted. Safe! 

Dave pointed downward, and | interpreted his 
sign language to mean “look down." It meant, “Ciose 
the hatch, we're diving!” Without a moment's notice, 
my calm little craft was plunging earthward; the 
airspeed indicator read 140 mph. Shades of Icarus! 
Had we ventured too close to the sun and melted our 
wings? Momentarily | chanted, “! believe, | believe.” 
After all it worked for Tinkerbell. With an equal and 
opposite reaction to our plunge, suddenly we pulled 
out of the dive and soared straight up. “The bird that 
has been described should be able to rise to great 
heights with the aid of the wind, and this will be its 
safety.” Da Vinci wouldn't lie, would he? 

The calm returned. Flashes of sun darted from 
behind grey puffy clouds, streaking platinum across 
our wings. At the same time tiny drops, raindrops, 
appeared on the windshield. Wouldn't you know it 
would happen now, when | don't need or want any 
precipitation? Dave continued to soar; obviously 
this eagie had no limitations. 

We drifted downward gracefully like a dimestore 
balsawood plane. | didn’t get quite the reception that 
awaited Amelia after her first flight. The flowers and 
cheering crowds were there, however, in my mind. | 
had made a dramatic personal accomplishment. | 
had conquered my fear of flying, so to speak. 

The few people who greeted me were proud and 
congratulatory. They knew | had soared in spirit, as 
well as in fact. 

They weren't finished with me, though. All the 
pats on the back were pushing me towards yet 
another location on the field. Before me was an even 
greater challenge — an open - cockpit, Great Lakes 
bi - plane, capable of aerobatics. Me, fly up - side - 
down, do barrel - rolls, be a barnstormer? Sorry 
folks, but don't look for a sequel to this kid's story. | 
whole - heartedly believe in the theory, “What goes 
up must come down.” When it comes to gliding, the 
thrill was in both.

The prisoner awoke to an unac- 
customed, peaceful silence He 
rose and joined the others outside 
j It was a Sunny spring day, and the 
air had changed from the sweetish 
smell of flesh to the fresh scentofa 
new season The time was 10 
o clock on the morning of May 5 
1945. when he saw the gray tank 
with a white star on its side and the 
American flag waving at its highest 
point He wanted to touch the star 
but after a few shuffled steps, his 
knees gave way Strong arms lifted 
him up He touched thecold, dusty 
metal, and fainted. The prisoner 
had been freed, his name, Simon 
Wiesenthal 

That day in 1945 marked the 
end of Simon Wiesenthal, ar- 
chitect, and the birth of the “Nazi 
Hunter of Vienna” Wiesenthal was 
given this name because of his 
diligence and success in hunting 
down 1,100 Nazi war criminals or 

cllents’ as he calls them. Among 
his most infamous are Franz 
Murer, the ‘Butcher of Wilna,” who 
reduced the Jewish cultural center 
of Wiina from 80,000 people to only 
250 survivors; Adolf Eichmann, ex- 
ecutor of the “Final Solution,” the 
policy responsible for the an- 
nihifation of six million Jews: Kurt 
Weise, who between 1942 and 
1943, murdered at least 200 
peopie. Dr. Josef Mengele, the 
overseer of camps that became 
weird laboratories where scientists 
used human beings instead of 
white mice and guinea pigs to 
carry out ghoulish experiments; 
Kar! Silberbaur, the SS 
Unterscharfuhrer who arrested 
Anne Frank and her family; Franz 
Stagi, who was in charge of 
Treblinka where only 40 of 700,000 


inmates are known to be alive; and 
Martin Borman, the Fuhrer's 
deputy known as “Hitler's Evil 
Spirit” and head of the Nazi Party 
All top secret orders passed his 
desk — orders leading to an- 
nihilation of the Jews and other 
“inferior” races, orders directing 
religious persecution, orders for 
the mass murders in euthanasia 
institutes and concentration 
camps 

Simon Wiesenthal was born 
December 31, 1908 in Buczacz, 
Galicia, a part of the Austro - 
Hungarian Empire. His father was 
a successful wholesale commodity 
dealer. When Simon was 6, World 
War | broke out, and his father, a 
reserve officer in the Austrian ar- 
B my, joined his unit. He was killed in 
action in 1915 

In late 1915, Simon's mother 
took him and his younger brother 
to Vienna where they started 
public school. In 1917, the Rus- 
sians retreated and they moved 
back to Galicia. 

Wiesenthal's early school years 
were in the midst of unending 
wars. The only clue to who was in 
power was the pictu’e of the latest 
victor above the teacher's desk. 

After graduating from the 
gymnasium, he decided to study 
architecture. He tried to enter the 
Technical University at Lwow, but 
was rejected because of the very 
limited quota of Jews admitted. 
He decided to go to the Czech 
Technical University. here he 
earned his degree in engineering. 

In 1936, he married Cyla Mulier 
and opened his own architectural 
office, specializing in handsome 
residences. Life was pleasant unti! 
1939, when Germany and Russia 
signed a“ " pact and 
agreed to partition Poland 
between them. By the middie of 
September, the Red Army was ir 


Lwow and the Wiesenthals again 
were “liberated " These liberators 
brought along the NKVD. security 
police. who. arrested Jewish 
bourgeois Wiesenthals mother 
came to live with him and Cyla 
when her second husband. owner 
of atile factory was arrested for be- 
ing a member of the Jewish 
bougeoisie Wiesenthal bribed 
an NKVD commissioner to obtain 
regular passports for himself, his 
wife and mother so they would not 
also be taken away They managed 
to stay in Lwow but lost the 
business. He was glad to find a 
badly paying job as a mechanic in 
a bedspring factory 

In 1941. pogroms. or mass 
killings of Jews, began in Lwow 
The Wiesenthals were forced to 
give up their apartment and move 
to a newly established ghetto 
From there Simon and Cyla were 
taken to a Janowska concentration 
camp, while his mother was forced 
to remain in the ghetto. In camp, 
they worked in a specia! forced - 
labor group. the Eastern Railroad 
Repair Works 

By September 1942. eighty - 
nine members of the family were 
dead. Wiesenthal had no hope for 
himself, but he wanted to save his 
wife. She was blonde and might be 
able to pass fora Pole. In exchange 
for a map of vulnerable points on 
the railroad, the Polish 
underground smuggied his wife to 
Warsaw, where she was given a 
new name and new life “irene 
Kowalska” was not to see or hear 
from her husband for three years 

Early in 1942, after the as- 
sassination of Gestapo. chief 
Reinhard Heydrich in Lidice, 
Czechoslovakia, Hitler adopted 
“The Final Sotution of the Jewish 
Question,” a plan of genocide 
Aithough the plan was top secret, it 
was evident to Wiesenthal the

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crowded railroad cars going to the 


death camps meant his days were 
numbered. 

Weisentha!l escaped from the 
Railroad Repair Works Oct. 2, 
1943. From this day his life was on 
a delicate balance. He met with 
death every day in or out of the 
concentration camps and survived 
only by his wits and his luck. 

in the confused aftermath of the 
war, the liberated camp inmates 
did not know whether families and 
friends were dead or alive. Where 
would they begin the search? 
Hometowns and landmarks were 
reduced to rubble. They had no- 
where to go, no one to live for, no 
pieces to pick up. 

Upon liberation from the 
Mauthausen death camp in 1945, 
Simon Wiesenthal knew that he 
had to act. He could not, as some 
did, dwell on the senselessness of 
their survival. 


“| had to do something so | 
wouldn't succumb fo such apathy. 
Something had to keep me from 
having nightmares when it got 
dark, and day - dreams in the 
daytime. | knew exactly what | 
could, and what | had to do.” 


Wiesenthal went to the War 
Crimes Office to offer his services. 
In 1947, with meager volunteer 
heip, he set up a small documen- 
tation conter in Linz, Austria, 
where he heiped his fallow Jews 
trace missing relatives and where 
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he started tracing some of the 
thousands of Nazi killers he knew 
were stii! at large 

By 1954 denazification seemed 
momentarily a dead issue in Ger- 
many and Austria and Wiesenthal! 
closed the Documentation Center 
and went into refugee work By 
1961. after the Adolph Eichmann 
trial, the tide of public sentimentin 
the former Nazi - ruled lands had 
again changed and Wiesenthal 
decided to reopen his Documen- 
tation Center. this time in Vienna 
where he dedicated himself to the 
preparation of war crime trials 

Wiesenthal is not concerned 
with ordinary war crimes 
In’ wartime. civilized men do 
things they would never do nor 
mally But war cannot justify the 
deliberate murder of millions of in- 
nocent civilians 


He also does not believe in a 
collective German guilt 


Too many decent Germans died 





because they were ordered tofight | 


Hitler's battles and didnt try to 
evade what they considered their 
duty. and too many SS men and 
Party people survived because 
they were cowards The SS fought 
a Safe war in the concentration 
camps against defenseless men 
women and children 


The time and research involved 
in preparing a case are extensive 
Early in his career, Wiesenthal es- 
tablished a historical record while 
the memory of eye witnesses was 
still fresh He founded a network of 
correspondence’ in 
concentration camps

including specific names, dates | 


and detailed descriptions of brutal 


SS guards, eye witness accounts | 


of killings, torture and other per- | 


sonal experiences were obtained 

Weisenthal's files, used in the 
Nuremberg trials, have their own 
special system One file for 
photographs, one for criminais, 
and one for witnesses. 
Photographs are very important in 
identifying war criminals because 
prisoners usually never knew the 
names of their captors. They might 
recognize the face 

Simon Wiesenthal continues 
his work so peopie will not forget, 
so that this atrocity will not happen 
again. He is convinced that the 
younger generation will decide 
whether we nave won or lost the 
future. He feels that the young 
should be toid the truth. His fear is 
that the Nazi hope may someday 
be realized 


“By committing the perfectly in- 
credible crime, the Nazis had 
hoped to get away with it before 
the bar of history. Future 
generations wouldn't believe that 
such a thing could have happened. 
Ergo, the Nazis deduced, history 
would one day conclude that ithad 
not happened. The crime was of 
such a scope that it was in- 
conceivable.” 


Time is Weisenthai’s worst 
enemy. Testimony of witnesses 
who remember dates and facts is 
hard to find. Concentration camp 
life cut deeply into their life span, 
while the SS men, who enjoyed an 
easy life, will probably outlive 
them. Wiesenthal suffers from cir- 
culatory ailments and painful at- 
tacks of spondylitis, a deformation 
of the vertebral column caused by 
frequent beatings. But he goes on 
with his work. As he explained to 
one of his friends: 


“You're a religious man; you 


believe in God and life after death. ! 
also believe. When we come to the 
other world and meet the millions 
of Jews who died in the camps and 
they ask us ‘what have you done?’ 
there wil! be many answers. You 
will say, ‘| became a jeweler.’ 
Another will say, ‘t smuggled 
coffee and American cigarettes.’ 
Another will say, ‘I built houses.’ 
But I will say, ‘I didn't forget you.’ ”

Dibbo was 22 when he left the 
gettos of Detroit. A freight - jumper 
named Travelin’ Oick was in- 
fluential in his decision “Dick used 
to tell such fascinating stories 
about traveling when | was a kid," 
ne said | knew someday | would 
be traveling, but | just didn't know 
how 

As a kid he was moody; he 
tnought @ lot. Unlike others in his 
neighborhood, ne was talented; he 
could play music, dance and sing 
He wanted to be an entertainer 

But things changed. “When my 
rea! father died, my mother mar- 
ned a deacon,” he said. “My step - 
father thought it was sinful to be in- 
volved in entertainment. My 
mother then turned against what | 
was doing — it was the work of the

On May 3, 1978 the Bakersfield 
Californian reported tive child on 
from the Shivalila commune were 
seized by the Welfare 
Departments Child Frotective 
Services because of ‘complaints 
trom an agency they retused to 
identify 

They were holding the cniidren 
aged from 3'% weeks to 4 years 
pending investigation 

But last week the children were 
returned to the commune A com 
promise hetween the group and 
the authorities called to: an open 
door policy. it allows the Welfare 
Dept. to inspec: the premises 
whenever they see fit Dibbo said 
he has seen the children being ted 
LSD it doesn't matter whal age 
they are 

Adult members aren t torce - fed 
acid. “lf you want to become part 
of the group, you have to,” said 
Dibbo. They feel LSD will change 
you 

"One thing that bugged me is 
when the babies were crying for 
attention the mothers would say 
‘shut up, goddammit he 
said. “| also got the impression the 
kids Could not tel! the difference 
between male and femaie. Ya see, 
Abralute (their leader) is supposed

One time ! was stranded in the 
desert. | had no water, only a fifth 
of vodka,” he said A farmer had 
taken some back roads and just 
dropped him aft A highway pat- 
roiman came by the next day and 
asked if he was al! right. Dibbo 
asked, “Can you give me a ride? 
The cop saidno. Dibba responded, 
Youre authorized to take 
someone to jail aren't you? So let's 
go!” The cop drove 13 miles to the 
next town and let him off. As he

Have you ever wondered, while sitting in front of 
the TV watching "Police Woman,” "Adam 12" or 
“Police Story,” what it would be like to be a 
policeman or policewoman for one night? 

Sacramento's Police Department offers the 
closest thing to it with their Ride - Along Program. 
Anyone over 18, without a police record, who lives, 
works or attende school in the city ie eligibie to ride 
along in a squad car for an eight - hour shift. 

Applicants must state the reason they wish to par- 
ticipate, but that reason may be simply an interest in 
seeing how the police perform. According to the 
police department, you may observe an officer han- 
dling situations ranging from taking a bicycle theft 
repert from @ sobbing nine - year - old to the arrest of 
a murder suspect at the scene of a homicide. 
However, you might spend the entire evening wat- 
ching the officer write an involved report, 


Recently, | participated in the program on a Fri- 
day night owing shift, 4 p.m. to midnight. There 
weren't any high - speed chases, or murder suspects 
to arrest, but it wae an interesting and educational 
experience, well worth the time. 


The evening began in a big room with long rows 
of chaire and about 40 officers piling in for roli call. 
Assignments were made and we were off. | was as- 
signed to Adem 10 with Officer FR. Cordell 
Ford. As wedrove away from the station Ford told 
me if he got in any trouble | was to ewiteh to the 
emergency channei of the radio and ask the die- 
patoner fo: help. The police department has u six - 





channel radio system operated by three or four dis- 
patchers depending on the tirne of day. There are 
two patrol channels, one investigator channel, one 
information channel, one emergency channel and 
one channe! held in reserve for training purposes. 

One of the more memorabie evants of the evening 
involved our response to a call to pick up a shoplifter 
at Mervyn's on Florin Road. By the time we arrived, 
the suspect was sitting calmly in a smal! office inthe 
back of the store with two store managers, Sean 
Ditty and Bob McCormick. Ditty was typing out a 
report of the incident for the police and McCormick 
was keeping an eye on the suspect. 

Ford asked to see the suspect's driver's license 
and then radioed back for the dispatcher to run a 
check on him by means of a small two - way radio 
Ford carries with him at all times. 

MeCermick told me thie wae the 34th shoplifter 
they had caught this month in the Florin store. He 
said only seven had been caught in the Point Weet 
store and three or four at the Greenback store. "Far 
every shoplifter we catch, at iesst 10 get away,” 
MeCormick said. 

| wee interested to see how they caught this 
suspect to MoCormick took me out to one of the 
observation booths in the store. He opened the door 
to a emall dark cubicie with a ladger. | climbed up the 
ladder to an area equipped with a ledge to sit on, a 
telephone and a pair of binoculars. There were emai! 
one - mirrors on each side of the cubicle, From 
here ick had spotted the suepect grab three 
Paire of pants, wad them up into a ball and run out of 





the store. He alerted Ditty and together they stopped 
him outside the store and brought him back 

Meanwhile, back in the office, the dispatcner 
radioed to Ford that there were three tratfic ticket 
warrants Out on the suspect Ford placed nandcutts 
on him and tock him downtown to County Jail to 
book him for petty theft. The suspect wanted to 
know what would nave happened if the warrants had 
not existed Ford told him that he would have issued 
a Citation to appear in court and then would nave 
released him 

After we got to County Jail we satin thecaralong 
time while Ford filled out the arrest report. As a 
matter of fact, | spent a great deal of the evening wat- 
ching Ford fill out follow - up reports. |t was hardly 
what you'd expect after watching an episode of 
"Police Story.” 

Ford wrote two traffic citations that night, one for 
running @ red light, the other for driving on the 
wrong side of the street. He explained that whether 
ornothe cites a driver often depends on the “attitude 
test.” If the driver is extremely disrespectful, Ford 
said he may cite him for a number of violations rang- 
ing from driving on bald tires to failure to change an 
address on the driver's license within 10 days of a 
move. A cooperative motorist might get away with 
just @ warning. 

During the evening | had the opportunity to ques- 
tion Ford about Sacramento police training | was 
surprised to learn the only qualifications for entry to 
the police academy, according to Ford, were two 
years of college and « passing grade on an entrance 
examination. "Much of what is covered or the exam 
is just common sense,” he said, "Training at the 
police academy lasts 10 to 12 weeks. The hardest 
part of the training is the physical endurance. You 
have to be able to run five miles, After you get out of 
the academy, you're on probation with the 
department for ene year.” According to Ford, of- 
fieers start out at about $18,000 a year. 

The night ended with us stopping at Sambo's on 
1Oth Street to anewer @ complaint about a drunk 
causing a disturbance. He left 
The owner thanked us and we ' 

Aa we pulied up to the station Ford sensed my 
disappoiniment at not having seen any real action. 
Me started to apologize but instead said that he was 
glad had been quiet, As far as ne was
